A GENERjl TIE-DP! 


Is laaugnrAted and the Qieat Strike 
. Assomee * Loeal PhMe—The 
Plttsbnrg tnd Fort Wayne 
Men Go Ont. 


GRIOAOO, Mareh 31.—Atie-up of the 
Ohic^o, Milwaakee and Bt Paul road 
was decided upon at a late meeting of 
the strikers last ni8:ht, 
The engineer«, 
firemen, switchmen and a nnmber of 
conductors of that road have qnit work. 
The strike includes the employee of all 
the divisions centering in Chicago, both 
freight and passenger. 
The last paaaen- 
gei train manned by the Brotherhood 
crew arrived at the Union depot at 11 
o'clock last night« 


Fully 700 men were present at the 
meeting last night. 
This strike, which 
by to-night may include every division 
of the St. Paul system, is the result of 
to-day's work at the yards. 
The men 
are incensed over the action of the com- 
pany in employing new engineers and 
firemen and conductors, who have acted 
as engineers, to take their places. 


The strike was not declared by any 
organization or brotherhood, at least not 
fcirmally. 


The men say it is entirely an individ- 
ual action on their part. 
All the switch 
engineers and switchmen in the Fan 
Handle yards reported for work at 7 
o'clock tbis morning in spite of their re- 
ported decision to stop work to-day and 
at 9 o'clock they were working as usual. 


A QENBBAII TIE-TTP IMMINBNT. 


The Chicago, Burlington and Qoincy 
railroad company has determined to call 
upon the Pittsburg and Fort 
Wayne, 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern, 
Rock Island, Illiuois Central, and per- 
haps the Alton, for assistance in raising 
the freight blockade in its yards. 
This 
it claims it has the right to do under 
the inter-state commerce law, and the 
roaiis caiied are liable to damages, un- 
der this aot, if they refuse. Thus the 
ohaiiv5C8 are favorable to a general rail- 
road tie-up on the lines centering in 
Chicago. 


Its Loeal Aspect. 
Theofliciais of the Pittsburg and Fort 
Wayne road are anticipating a strike of 
engineers and switchmen every moment. 
The relations with the men are strained 
and of such a character as to make a 
strike inevitable 


I.ATEB. 


At 1 o'clock the Pittsburg and Fort 
^IVayne company received a telegram 
from Chicago announcing that the en- 
gineers and switchmen stmck at 
that 
point at noon. 
This will stop traffic 
through Fort Wayne and practically 
paralyze business all along the line. 


C. A. Green, representing the Chica- 
go, Burlington and Quincy road, was at 
Lima yesterday and succeeded in secur- 
ing about fifty men to fill the vacancies 
caused by the strikers. The number in- 
cludes engineers, firemen and switch* 
men. 
They passed through here last 
night, en route to Chicago, on the Pitts- 
burg. 


TRUUBLE FOB PRESIDENT GARNOT. 


The Ministry Sustains a Bad Defeat in 
Chamber and Beslffn». 


PABIB, March 31.~The chamber of 
deputie , despite the opposition of the 
government, adopted, by a vote of 68 to 
237, a motion of urgency for the bill in- 
troduced by the extreme left, demand- 
a revision of the constitution. 
The min- 
istry thereupon re igned. 


The defeat of the ministry caused a 
sensation in the chamber. 
As soon as 
the vote was announced M. Tirard de- 
parted for the Elysee palace. 
Mr. La- 
guerre proceeds to-day for the depart- 
ment of Nord, where he will commence 
an electoral campaign in favor of Gen- 
eral Boulanger. 
The general himself 
will explain his program at a banquet 
which will be given at Lille, the capital 
of the department. 


President Carnot has accepted the re- 
signation of the cabinet. Xhe ministers, 
however, will conduct the affairs of their 
several departments until their eucces- 
bors are appointed. 
It is expected that 
M, Fiouquet will be summoned to form 
a cabinet. 


PABIB, March 31.—President Camot 
took coffee with M. Leroyer, the preei- 
dent of the senate to-day. 
The presi- 
dent will probably summon M. Fiouquet 
to form a ministry. 
A protracted cridis 
is expected. 


BOMB, March 31.—King 
John, of 
Abyssinia, proposed terms of peace to 
Gen. San Marzano, commander-in.ohief 
of the Italian forces in Abysainia. 
Gen. 
San Maraano communica^ the propo- 
sals to the government. 
It is under- 
stood that the government will accept 
Sing John's terms. 


GOVERM GRAY. 


He is Preftdent Gleveland's Choiee for 
Tiee Presldeat on the Demo- 
eratle Tieket. 


WASHHIOTOK, 
March 
81.—A 
spe- 
cial oorreepondent 
telegraphs: 
That 
President Cleveland has expressed a 
preference for Governor Gray to be on 
the democratic ticket with him, there 
can be doubt. 
I have the information 
from two sources verbally, and a third 
source in the president's own hand- 
wr/ting. 


The preeident has been informed that 
something must be done to placate Mr. 
McDonald, Colonel Dick Bright, and 
others, and the price of their reconcilia- 
tion is the appointment of ex-Senator 
McDonald to the vacancy on the Su- 
preme bench caused by the death of 
Chief Justice Waite. 


That the friends of ex-Senator 
Mc- 
Donald do not ask that he be appointed 
to the chief justiceship, but that he be 
given a place on the bench in one capac- 
ity or another. 
The president does not 
take kindly to the suggestion. 
He re- 
gards ex-Senator McDonald, personally, 
very highly, but he considers him too 
old for the position.

Miss Fellows presented Chaska with a 
gold ring, engraved "Cora to Chaska." 
The wedding was followed by the usual 
midnight dance, after which the married 
pair went to their new home. 
The lady 
is represented as apparently infatuated 
with her Indian husband. 
She will con- 
tinue to teach.

To-morrow is one of the brightest an¿ 
happiest days in the calendar of the 
Ohristian ohnrch and as the bells of early 
morn ring out the glad tidings that 
Easter day has dawned apon the world 
they will find an echo in many hap- 
py and joyful hearts. 
It is the day of 
the festiyal of the resnrreotion of car 
Lord and Havior Jesns Ohriat, and is 
celebrated as fiooh all over the dvilized 
globe. 


In the n lent oLoroh the celebration 
of Easter lasted eight days, 
bat after 
the seventh centnry it was limited to 
three dajs and in latter years to two, 
and generally to one day. 


It was formerly the favorite time for 
performing the rite of baptism. 
Goarts 
of justice and stote and national bnsi- 
ness was closed and the people, inclad- 
ing the clergy, engaged In popular 
sports, snch as dancing, citing hnmor- 
ons legends, etc., bat now it is observed 
iu a religions way and ail Ohristian 
chnrches have serpees appropriate to 
the occasion upon Easter Sunday. 


Passover and EH star occur about the 
f^ame time of year. 
Formerly the two 
feastB began on the same day, and when 
there was an alteration made in the 
datoB there were a number of Uhristians 
stron^f enough to form a sect known as 
Pa^chites. who held fixedly to the opin 
ion that Easter should be kept on the 
fourteenth day of the moon, no matter 
what day of the week that might be. 


The position taken by the Paschites 
gave rise to long disputes, and it was 
not until the decree of the Nicene coun- 
cil that the matter was settled by the 
acceptance of Sunday, and the addition- 
al arrangement that when the fourteenth 
day of the moon fell on the first day of 
the week, Easter was not to be ol)served 
until the following week. 


But these discussions as to the time 
Easter should be celebrated did not af- 
fect the question of ^ g s . 
They had 
been used by European nations in con- 
nection with the new year as symboliz- 
ing a freBh start in life, and when the 
date of the new year was put back from 
the vernal equinox to the winter solstice, 
the Feast of Eggs was not shifted with 
it, but remained a part of the unwritten 
rites of Easter. 


The Greek ohnrch attaches a great 
dea] of meaning to the egg at Easter 
tide. 
The custum in Russia has varied 
very little from what is said of it in a 
bouk published in London in 1589, where 
it stated that the Russians 
"Every 
yeere, against Easter, die or color red 
with Brazzel (Brazil wood) a great num- 
ber cf pgge, of which every man and 
wciaau giveih one unto the priest of the 
parish tipon Easier Day in the morning. 
And mort over, the common people car- 
ry 
in 
their 
bands 
one of these 
red eggs, 
not 
only 
upon 
Easter 
Day, but also 
three 
or four 
days 
after, 
and 
gentlemen 
and 
gentle- 
women have glided eggs, which they 
oarry in like manner. 
They use this 
custom, they say, for a great lore and in 
token of the resurrection, whereof they 
rejoyce. 
For when two friends meete 
during the Eobter Holydayes they take 
oue and another by the hand; the one 
oftbemsaith, 'The Loid is risen,* and 
the other auBwereth, 'It is so of a truth;' 
and then they kiss and exchange eggs, 
both men and 
women continuing in 
kissing four days together." 


Ef^gs are also exchanged ceremon- 
iou! y in Greece at Easter and through- 
out Germany, where, nowever, Easter 
carde are more u ed among grown-up 
folk, the hunting of eggs through house 
and garden being a delight specially re< 
served for children. 


These eld customs are not so much in 
vogue among the people of this country, 
but both old and young observe the day 
and the Christian heart must ever feel a 
fresh springing of the heart with the 
coming of that day of days which com- 
memorateB the resurrection of the Lord 
of LordH and kings of kings.

Of course, everybody knows that the 


primary object of publishing a news- 
paper—like the iirimarv object of any 
other branou of private bnmness—is to 
make money for the publishers. Sec- 
ondary and auxiliary objects toward 
securing the success of this chief end 
is the securing and publication of 
news, the advocary of certain views on 
public questions, and, in most cases, 
the advocacy and support of the prin- 
ciples and candidates of some political 
party, etc. In all this, publishers and 
editors are forced to be controlled by a 
due sense of decency and by a knowl- 
edge of the responsibility attaching to 
what may be published. 


Incidentally, after all these matters 


bare received due attention, it is re- 
quired of editors that they shall make 
their pipers, to some degree, at least, 
models of correctness in the uae of 
language. In the palmy days of the 
literary supremacy of the Boston Globe, 
for illustration—when E. P. Whipple, 
one of America's greatest essayists, 
wrote the book reviews, "BeS," Woolf 
author of the "Mighty Dollar." etc., 
wrote the dramatic criticisms, Murray 
Ballon, president of the broker's board 
and a fine scholar, contributed the 
financial articles and Alexander Young, 
(he magazinist, the Honorable George 
B. Lonng, Charles Eyre Pascoe, now 
the well-known London writer, Clar- 
ence Wason, now editing an American 
paper in Paris, and a nnmber of other 
eminent writers were editors—that pa- 
per was such a model of fine English 
composition, in all its parts that it WM 
adopted in place of a reading-book in 
some of the New England schools. 


When William Onllen Bryant we» 


editor-in-chief of the New fork Even- 
ing Post, he kept iwsted * list of words 
which were "never to be used" in the 
paper—a tort.of "fndex Expnrgatori- 
ous" in the interest of purity of lan- 
guage.
